Then came tbe membsn of the senate, two- 
and-two, headed by Senator Bdmunds and 
Senator Ingalls, the membere of tbe diplo- 
matic conis, the beads of departments, tbe 
general of tile army and the admfaral of tbe 
navy, members ot the boose of repreeenta- 
ttves, led by ex-Speaker CarlisU and Qen. 
John n. Oarii, the os-derii of the hooae, and 
following them, the diatingnlshed gnests and 
others who bad occupied esats hi tlie senate. 

Tlie proossslon {.I'oceedsd tiiroagh tbe ro- 
tunda of ihm oapitol, throogh tl^ main en- 
trance on the east front and ont upon the 
great platform whidi had been erected on 
tbe central portico. As the president and 
tbe praeidant.eleet appeared, they were 
greeted with cheer after cheer from the 
danee throng that surrounded the platform. 

Tbe stepe and the portlooa at tbe north and 
south ends of the capltol were Uack 
people, while every window of the 
bidlding framed u group of faces. 

When all bad been settled, the president- 
elect roee and the chief Jnstioe administered 
to hint tbe oath of ofBoe. The great crowd 
on the platform roee and reoMined standing 
with unbovered heads during thie osrsmony. 
As the president bowed big head and kissed 
the apm book, the crowd cheered again and 
again. Turning from the chief Justice to the 
little rostrum that had been erecteil In front 
of the stand, Preeident Harrison began de- 
bvery of his inaugiual eddrsss. 

He said ; 

"There i.s no constitutional or Ie);al re- 
quirement that the president shull take the 
oath of otiico ill the presence of lhe|xople.

"Our people will not fail at this time to ro 
oall the Uicidentg which accompanied tbe in 
BtltUtion of government under the constitu- 
tion, or to find inspir.ition and ctiidaric;' in 
the teaehiiins and examjile of ^Vaslliluton 
nnd his ci ent associate, and hojn- and (Mur- 
n^e ill the contriisl which tliirl v-eii^lit pnpii- 
Inus anil prosperous states olter t/> the tliir- 
tnenstatss, weak in everything except com 
age and the love of liberty, that then frm^<;i 1 
our Atlantic seaboard. 

Tlie territory of Dakota has now a popu- 
lation >;reaier than any of thii oii,'inal 
states, exi i'pt Virginia, and j;re iter than the 
aRjjregate of !lve of the smaller stales in 
1T90. The center of population, when our 
National capital was located, wius east of 
Baltimore, and it was argued by many »'ell 
iiifoi-uie«l iienons that It would move east- 
ward lather than weetward. Yet in 18»U 

It waa found to be near Cincinnati, and In 

the new t-ensus, alioiit to be taken, will show 
another stride to the westward. That which 
was the IhhIv lias come to be only the rich 
fringe of the Nation's robe. Hut cur ^;rowth 
has not Kx'n Iiinite<l to territory, population 
and agKre);ate wealth, marvelous ao tt has 
been in each of these dirttctions. 

"The masses of our people are better fed, 
clothed and housed than their fathers were. 
The facilities for popular education have 
tiei'n vastly enlarged and more generally 
ilifTusi'd The virtues of courage ana patriot- 
ism have );i\ eii recent proof of their coiit iii- 
ued presence and increasing power in t he 
hearts and over the livee our people. The 
influences of religion have been multiplied 
and BtrengthenM. The sweet ofllces of 
charity have great] v increa."ied. Tho virtue 
of t<«niperance is hold in higher esi inial ion. 
We have not attained an ideal c mil 11 mii. 
Not all of our jM.'ople are happy and lu ospcr- 
oils; not all of them are virtuous and in. v- 
abidiiig; but, on tbe whole, the opiKirt unities

The preeident then refers to tlie burden, 
some duty of fllUug the public offloss not 
othsrwiss provided for, nwl nrgM the high 
sense of duty eddoh Aonld prompt 
who offer advice on this aobjeot, and aaye 
that party aerrlee wiUln no eoee be allowed 
to shield ofllclal nsg M gOBoa, Ineompetenoy or 
delinquency. The ctvU ssrvios law, he says, 
must he euf oroed. 

Ho then cans attention to tbe surplus in 
the trsasury, and says that the duty of con 
grese ii to take stepe to make a projier re- 
duction of tbe revenue without breaking 
down our protective tariff or seriously In- 
juring any domestio industry. 

The president than urgee a still more rapid 
progress in ounstmotlng a navy and K<>a 
coast ilefense. 

After advising a revision of our pension 
laws, to^ive more adequate and discrimi- 
nating relief to the Union sohlier, be ex- 
pross^'s graiilicntlon on the admission of four 
new stales into the Union. 

"But I shall need aud the he:ul-i of tbe de- 
partments will need time for inquiry and de- 
Uberation.
